Code change affects new 
commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) has adopted new require- 
ments for energy conservation to be included in the 
State Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The 
new provisions take effect on January 1, 2001 and 
they constitute an entire replacement of the current 
Chapter 13, which affects all new commercial and 
high-rise residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utilities, 
is now offering training seminars on the new energy 
code. Architects, engineers, interior designers, 
contractors and others are encouraged to attend. For 
more information about the training schedule and 
registration, and to see the content of the new 
requirements, visit the BBRS Web site at 
www.state.ma.us/bbrs/energy.htm or for schedule and 
meeting information, call/write the BSA at 617-951- 
1433x221/bsa@architects.org.

BSA advocates national code 


At its June meeting, the BSA Board of Directors 
voted unanimously to advocate the adoption of the 
International Codes Council family of building 
codes in Massachusetts. The vote came after a 
presentation by BSA Codes & Regulations 
Committee chair Vernon Woodworth ALA, whose 
committee also urged the Board to develop strategic 
partnerships among other associations and 
professions working in the building industry to 
promote this national family of codes. 


Woodworth said the Codes Committee 
recommendation grew out of a series of meetings 
with representatives of BOCA, the Massachusetts 
Board of Building Regulations and Standards, and 
the Massachusetts State Fire Marshal’s Office. He 
also noted that the position taken by the BSA 
coincides precisely with the national AIA resolution 
on this issue. 


In addition, Woodworth noted, there is a serious 
need for architects in Massachusetts to become more 
profoundly involved in code development in 
Massachusetts, a process that now suffers from the 
serious lack of such involvement.

Legislative session 
comes to a close 


When this legislative session came to a close at the 
end of June, the political position of architects on 
Beacon Hill was much stronger than it ever has 
been. In April we had a terrific turnout for Design 
Professionals Day at the State House. We met with 
Senate leader Thomas Birmingham, House leader 
Tom Finneran and chairs and members of 
committees in both the Senate and House to convey 
our concerns about various pieces of legislation 
including the bills on retained fees on public work, 
school building assistance and construction reform. 


Throughout the budget process in the House and 
the Senate, we had strong support from architects 
throughout the state who were willing and able to 
meet with legislators and talk to them about our 
issues. We had some successes: Rep. Joseph Sullivan 
of Braintree successfully included our retainage bill 
language in the House budget; Rep. Jim Marzilli of 
Arlington was helpful in trying to move our agenda 
forward on school building assistance and worked 
closely with members of our Educational Facilities 
Committee. 


The construction reform issue is a large one and will 
continue into the next session. As the Legislative 
Affairs Committee's point person, Russ Feldman has 
made significant efforts to reconvene the industry- 
wide coalition to address mutual concerns. Our 
Interior Design Licensing Task Force has worked 
closely with the New England Interior Design 
Coalition to address this long-standing issue. This 
year, with the invaluable assistance of George 
Bachrach and Paul Pezzella, our political consultants, 
we have been working much more effectively as a 
committee particularly when we team with industry 
allies to look at common issues. The ability of 
Massachusetts architects to act effectively on the 
legislative changes that affect the practice 
environment of the design community is valuable to 


us all. 


If you are willing to help, we welcome you to our 
meetings at The Architects Building on the second 
Tuesday of each month at 8:30 am. We have an 
exciting year to look forward to with a whole new 
cast of characters after the election.
